These miners were not against 
reform. Nevertheless, they did try to defend their economic Inter- 
ests, Inslstlrtg that such hard work should be rewarded v^^th part of 
the overall profits from the Industry. Unfortunately* we did not have 
precise mechanisms to turn such enterprises as coal mines Into Joint 
stock companies. There were lor^, hard negotlotlor^ under way 
coristantly. 

I must say that In the spring and summer of 199Z when the word 
stoppage resounded throughout the country (the work stoppage on 
trains with coal, the stoppage on factory floors, the stoppage of 
trar^portatton), may aid Yuri Skokov very courageously conducted 
the negotiations the miners. 

i met Yuri Skokov when I worked at the Moscow City Executive 
Committee.

SIkokov Is an Intelligent marv-thot Is the first thing that must be said 
about him. Ar>d very hard and taciturn. Many people were askir>g 
what his role wos In my Inrier circle. It was a legitimate question. 
Skokov was actually the "shadow* prime minister v^^iom I had always 
had In mind. Both Sllayev. under whom Skokov chaired the Supeme 
Economic Courisel*, and Gaidar, on v^/hose watch Skokov became 
chairman of the Security Council sertsed a latent threat. 
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
